We have already 
all the rights or any rights wo wish to as- 
sume. Hood women may do, or can do, 
anything that their consciences dictate. 
Their right to do is not a question. And 
every man worthy the name of man, 
whether ho bo father, husband, brother, 
friend or Btranper, will stand up and say, 
"You are right; wo will stand by you lo 
tho last." 


The saloon keeper surely does not fully 


realize tho ruinous influence of his avoca- 
tion. But it seems as if he were past 
awakening. I have an immense confi- 
dence in humanity. I know a few saloon 
men in this town who are everything but 
bad specimens of mankind. They have 
hearts as warm and sensibilities as keen 
and feelings as tender as those of any man, 
and If wo could reach them and get them 
to understand us, and once got them enlist- 
ed upon our side, their influence would be 
like a refreshing rain upon cur ti'.y.— 
They would arouse a multitude of insig- 
nificant creatures from their dull routine, 
and incite them to new efforts. 
And then 


what suffering and want would be relieved- 
The women of this League arc his friends, 
and would have him believo us snch. 
We 


not only desire lo make his patrons hap- 
pier by removing IwmptatloD, but wo wish 
him well, and do sincerely hope be may 
see tbo error of his way, that the evening 
of his days may yet be bright and peace- 


ful. 


Now, if our educated, cultivated, refined 


woman must have her porter, ber wine, or 
if she concludes she feels "real bad," and 
must have something a little stronger, and 
must have that little every day, what do 
you think of asking the habitual drunkard 
or saloon keeper to give up bis cups. 


"O, consistency, tbou art a jewel." And 


if the minister also must have it, what is 
his influence in behalf of temperance? 
And this cannot be done unobserved; a 
thousand eyes are peering into, and a thou- 
sand active brains are prying into the con- 
duct of those around them, especially those 
above them, and delight to cry it from the 
houBe-tops. It is as true of guilt and hy- 
pocrisy as it is of murder, that it will out. 
This ia a wiser world than folks are wont 
to call it. 


1 have in my mind just now what the 


President of the St. Louis Medical College 
said in bii addrcee lo the graduating class 
last year, and the very fact that be Is Pres- 
ident of that cellege Is certain evidence 
that ho is good authority—he said that he 
had thought, In former yeurs, that he had 
occasionally a patient that was benefited 
by alcohol, but was convinced now that it 
never did any good, but on the contrary, 
always did harm.
